Now  after  the  death  of  Moses  the 
servant  of  the  LORD  it  came  to  pass, 
that  the  LORD  spake  unto  Joshua  the 
son  of  Nun,  Moses'  minister,  saying, 
(2)  Moses  my  servant  is  dead;  now 
therefore  arise,  go  over  this  Jordan, 
thou,  and  all  this  people,  unto  the  land 
which  I  do  give  to  them,  even  to  the 
children  of  Israel.  (3)  Every  place  that 
the  sole  of  your  foot  shall  tread  upon, 
that  have  I  given  unto  you,  as  I  said 


unto  Moses.  (4)  From  the  wilderness 
and  this  Lebanon  even  unto  the  great 
river,  the  river  Euphrates,  all  the  land 
of  the  Hittites,  and  unto  the  great  sea 
toward  the  going  down  of  the  sun, 
shall  be  your  coast.  (5)  There  shall  not 
any  man  be  able  to  stand  before  thee 
all  the  days  of  thy  life:  as  I  was  with 
Moses,  so  I  will  be  with  thee:  I  will  not 
fail  thee,  nor  forsake  thee. 


INTRO:    New  Beginnings 


God  had  promised  Abraham  (Genesis  15),  Isaac  (Genesis  17),  and  Jacob 
(Genesis  28),  that  He  would  bless  them  and  their  seed  -  He  would  be  their 
God  and  they  would  be  His  people.  He  promised  them  to  guide  them, 
provide  for  them,  and  protect  them  and  to  sustain  them. 

The  Children  of  Israel  -  Jacob...  he  had  eleven  sons  and  the  youngest  was 
Joseph  (the  coat  of  many  colors)  who  had  dreams  of  greatness  and  believed 
God  would  provide.  His  brothers  were  jealous  and  hated  him  and  sold  him 
into  slavery  -  But  God  had  other  plans  and  had  promised  him  in  "his  dreams" 
that  he  would  be  used  by  God  mightily. 

God's  plan  for  Joseph  was  to  move  him  to  Egypt  and  to  make  him  ruler  over 
all  the  people  (second  only  to  pharaoh)  and  bring  about  salvation  to  the 
children  of  Israel;  now  numbering  twelve  brothers  and  their  families. 

Several  hundred  years  later,  there  arose  a  pharaoh  that  knew  not  Joseph. 
The  Children  of  Israel  became  slaves  and  for  over  a400  years  were  under  the 


bondage  of  slavery  in  Egypt.  When  God  raised  up  a  leader  named  Moses  to 
Set  the  Children  of  Israel  Free  from  Bondage  and  lead  them  to  the  land  of 
promise. 

A  Short  Journey 

It  was  only  a  short  journey  from  Egypt  to  Canaan  by  the  most  direct  route.  A 
splendid  highway  ran  up  the  coast  through  the  country  of  the  Philistines  and 
the  distance  was  not  over  250  miles.  The  journey  was  really  a  10  day  journey, 
however  God  lead  them  away  from  the  warring  countries  to  reach  the 
promise  land  of  Canaan.  Israel  reached  the  outer  part  of  Canaan  in  1 1  weeks 
at  Kadish-Bernier,  where  they  sent  12  men  to  spy  out  the  land.  On  their 
return  10  men  gave  a  report  of  not  being  able  to  take  the  land,  only  Joshua, 
and  Caleb  gave  a  report  of  faith  in  God  to  move  forward  on  the  land. 

So  those  who  voted  to  remain  in  the  wilderness  wandered  for  forty  years 
until  that  generation  died  off.  Joshua  and  Caleb  the  two  spies  that 
encouraged  the  Children  of  Israel  to  trust  God  and  go  in  and  possess  the  land 
are  now  leading  the  people  into  the  Promised  Land! 


I.  Now  Therefore  Arise  and  Go
